William and Elizabeth Cates lived in Bluff Creek, now know as Vancleave, Jackson 
County, Mississippi. 


The Cates family were located in Jackson County, Mississippi since the 1800’s. In 
1812, Joshua Cates And William Cates had land grants. In 1821 a William Cates was 
appointed by the State Legislature to serve ona commission to fix the Jackson County 
Seat of Justice. Joshua and William Cates in 1816 signed the petition to the United 
States Congress to allow them to retain their Spanish Land Grants while part of West 
Florida. The relationship between William G. Cates and this earlier William Cates has 
not been determined. 


Note: In 1852, after William G. Cates death, Elizabeth married Henry Williams. Henry 
Williams imigrated from Germany before 1850. The German spelling of his name was 
Wilhelm. Henry Williams died Nov. 10, 1928. They had the following children:

Caroline Adele Cates was born in Scranton, Mississippi, 
Jackson County (present day Pascagoula ) to William 
Cates and Elizabeth Sylvan Cates on or about 
September 19, 1850. There is some doubt about her 
birth date because of the 1850 & 1880 census, and a 
Cates family search. Caroline was not listed on the 1850 


more realistic. 


Caroline went by her nickname “Polly” to all her friends, 
and family. It is believed that the nickname stuck 
because of her voice inflection and the rapidity of her alain 
words. All the grandchildren called her “Grandma’ or “Little Granny”. She was a small 
woman.
